NEW  CONSTITUTION 


Adopted  ir\  Rt\t\Ucl\  Coriveritiori  at  OaKville,  Pa.,  February 
24tt\,  R.  D.  1899, 

OF  THE 

Cumberland  County  Sunday  School  Association 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Cumberland  County  Sunday 
School  Association. 

Article  2.  Any  minister  of  the  gospel,  superintendent  or  officer,  teacher  or 
adult  member  of  any  Sunday  School  in  the  county  is  a  member  of  this  Association 
and  being  present  at  its  meetings  is  entitled  to  take  part  in  the  same. 

Article  3.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  interests 
of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  this  county  and  the  encouragement  of  their  organization 
and  maintenance  by  such  means  as  shall  best  arouse  the  public  to  a  sense  of  their 
value  and  importance. 

Article  4.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice  president, 
a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  a  superintendent  for 
each  of  the  departments  of  the  Sunday  School  work;  as  the  home  department,  pri- 
mary department,  teachers'  training  department,  house  to  house  visitation  depart- 
ment, and  the  cradle  roll  department,  and  an  executive  committee  composed  of  all 
the  above-mentioned  officers  and  the  presidents  of  the  various  districts,  who  are  ex- 
officio  vice-presidents  of  the  County  Association.  Three  members  of  the  executive 
committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  5.  Each  district  at  its  annual  convention  shall  choose  its  own  president 
who,  when  so  reported  to  the  corresponding  secretary  and  enrolled  by  him,  shall  be  a 
vice  president  of  the  county  association.  When  a  district  shall  fail  to  choose  its  pres- 
ident the  county  executive  committee  shall  appoint  one  to  fill  that  office  in  such  dis- 
trict, and  he  shall  in  like  manner  be  enrolled  by  the  corresponding  secretary. 

Article  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Association,  and  in  case  of  his  absence  the  vice  president  shall  take  the  chair. 

Article  7.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  each  mee+ing,  together  with  a  list  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  the  county,  the  name 
and  post  office  address  of  the  superintendent,  the  number  of  teachers,  scholars,  etc., 
and  make  a  repoit  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Article  8.  The  recording  secretary  shall  write  out  the  minutes  of  each  meeting 
and  render  the  corresponding  secretary  such  assitance  as  may  be  necessary. 

Article  9.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  all  money  collected  and 
disbursed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Association  and  report  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Article  10.  Each  Department  Superintendent  shall  study,  work  and  pray  to 
advance  the  special  work  entrusted  to  his  care  and  make  a  report  annually  to  the 
corresponding  secretary  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  county  convention. 
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Article  11.  The  vice  presidents  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  Sunday- 
School  interests  in  their  respective  districts,  collect  statistics  and  report  to  permanent 
secretary  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  month  preceding  the  annual  county  conven. 
tion  in  each  year,  collect  the  funds  from  the  respective  schools  and  send  the  same  to 
the  treasurer  before  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year.  Each  should  visit  semi-annu- 
ally all  the  schools  in  his  territory.  He  should  encourage  schools  already  established 
and  organize  schools  in  localities  where  needed;  he  should,  as  far  as  possible,  awaken 
an  interest  in  better  ways  of  working;  he  should  direct  the  minds  of  all  to  the  neces- 
sity of  the  conversion  of  pupils;  he  should  urge  the  inportance  of  teachers'  meetings; 
he  should  inquire  carefully  how  well  the  neighborhood  has  been  canvassed  for  pupils; 
he  should  press  the  possibility  and  advantage  of  sustaining  the  schools  throughout 
the  year. 

Article  12.  The  executtve  committee  shall  arrange  a  program  for  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  invite  such  persons  from  abroad  as  may  add  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  convention.  They  shall,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  convention,  appoint 
a- local  committee  in  the  place  where  the  convention  is  to  meet,  to  provide  and  arrange 
all  things  necessary  for  the  coming  session  of  the  Association.  The  executive  com- 
mittee shall  advance  the  work  in  the  county  by  all  possible  means  during  the  entire 
year.  They  shall  fill  all  vacancies  of  officers  caused  by  death  or  removal;  they  shall 
suspend  any  officer  failing  to  do  his  duty  and  appoint  an  efficient  worker.  They  shall 
appoint  vice-presidents  in  any  township  or  precinct  which  fails  to  choose  them,  as 
provided  in  Article  5. 

Article  13.  All  the  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  elected  annually  execept- 
ing  the  corresponding  secretary,  who  shall  serve  while  his  services  are  acceptable  to 
the  Association,  or  until  he  himself  resigns. 

Article  14.  At  each  meeting  of  the  convention  two  committees  shall  be  ap- 
pointed. First— To  nominate  a  president,  vice  president,  treasurer  and  recording 
secretary.  Second— A  committee  on  resolutions,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  a 
paper  expressive  of  the  sense  of  the  convention  on  all  subjects  discussed  by  them. 

Article  15.  This  Associatiou  shall  meet  in  annual  two  days'  convention  at  such 
time  and  place  as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  convention  or  the  executive  committee. 

Article  16.  This  Association  is  auxiliary  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Sunnday 
School  Association  and  shall,  by  the  corresponding  secretary,  make  an  annual  report 
thereto  and  be  represented  by  delegates  in  the  convention  of  the  State  Association. 

Article  17.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  delegates  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Amendment  Approved  Feb.  14, 1902.  The  president  and  statistical  secretary 
shall  appoint  some  one  person  in  each  borough  and  township  to  act  as  representative 
of  the  Statistical  Secretary  in  securing  the  statistics  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
county,  and  the  persons  so  selected  shall  be  called  assistant  statistical  secretaries,  and 
they  shall  be  appointed  annually. 

Amendment  of  Section  15.  This  Associatien  shall  meet  annually  in  one  or 
more  days  convention  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  convention  or 
the  executive  committee.   Approved  Feb.  13, 1903.

Motto— "Tr^e  Entrance  of  T^y  Words  Givett\  Ligl\t." 

Pursuant  to  the  call  issued  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Cumberland  County  Sabbath  School  Association,  the  Thirty-sec- 
ond Annual  Convention  of  the  Sunday  Schools  met  in  the  Bethel 
of  the  Church  of  God,  at  Mechanicsburg,  Pa.,  Tuesday  evening, 
January  31,  1905,  at  7:30  o'clock,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President,  H.  H.  Mercer,  Esq.,  and  after  a  cordial  welcome  ex- 
tended to  delegates  and  friends,  the  Convention  was  opened  by  a 
song  service  in  charge  of  Mr.  Hugh  Cook,  General  Secretary  of 
State  S.  S.  Association.

The  President  called  attention  to  the  necessity  of  prompt 
payment  of  the  per  capita  tax,  of  one  cent  per  member. 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  J.  Erdman,  of  the  State  Touring  party,  was 
then  introduced,  and  spoke  on  John's  Gospel,  theme;  "The 
Transfiguration  of  Christ,"  also,  "Christ  as  a  Student,  Teacher 
,  and  Preacher." 

The  Convention  was  then  entertained  by  a  quartette  by 
Messrs.  Hugh  Cork,  W.  G.  Landes,  Geo.  F.  Sawle  and  Irvin  C. 
Vandyke.    W.  G.  Landes  then  offered  prayer. 
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Secretary  Cork  then  opened  the  subject:  "  Sunday  School 
Management,  with  Special  Reference  to  Evangelistic  Work." 
Showing  the  Union  S.  S.  almost  a  thing  of  the  past,  recommend- 
ding  the  school  to  be  in  direct  charge  or  control  of  the  church  to 
which  it  is  attached  ;  also  the  minister  should  be  in  close  touch 
with  the  school.  He  then  requested  the  ministers  present  to 
give  their  idea  of  the  management  of  the  S.  S.,  with  response  as 
follows:  Rev.  H.  B.  Stock,  "Living  six  days  what  we  learn 
the  seventh."  Rev.  E.  E.  Parsons,  "  Regularity  of  teacher  and 
scholar."  Rev.  Ira  F.  Brame,  "Personal  work  of  teacher  and 
pastor."  Rev.  A.  P.  Stover,  "Parents  should  try  and  govern 
their  own  children  for  good."  Rev.  John  H.  Owen,  "Should 
teach  by  the  spirit  and  not  by  letter  only."  Rev.  J.  O.  Clip- 
pinger,  "  Teachers  should  lead  their  scholars  toward  a  decision 
and  bring  them  to  Christ." 

Convention  adjourned  with  benediction  by  Rev.  J.  O.  Clip- 
pinger. 


WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION,  1.30. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  song  service  in 
charge  of  W.  G.  Landes,  combined  with  touching  and  helpful 
testimonies  on  the  part  of  many  delegates  as  to  the  Master  and 
His  work. 

Mr.  Elias  Mountz,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  re- 
ported that  they  had  examined  and  found  treasurer's  report  cor- 
rect, and  recommended  that  $50.00  be  pledged  towards  the  sup- 
port of  the  State  Sabbath  School  Association  Work.  On  motion, 
same  was  approved  and  committee  discharged. 

Mr.  D.  E.  Longsdorf,  oi  Mechanicsburg,  read  a  historical 
sketch  of  the  first  Sunday  School  in  the  Cumberland  Valley,  the 
same  having  been  organized  near  New  Kingston,  in  1825,  with 
Thomas  Carothers,  as  superintendent.    (See  Appendix. )

Mr.  W.  G.  Landes,  of  the  State  Touring  Force,  addressed 
the  Convention  on  the  subject:  "  The  Sunday  School  Teacher 
as  a  Soul  Winner."  Showing  the  great  responsibility  resting 
upon  every  teacher.  That  to  rescue  was  the  cry  of  the  past,  but 
to  help  is  the  cry  of  to-day.  That  the  traveling  evangelist  is  in- 
strumental in  saving  one  here  and  there,  for  which  we  give 
praise;  but  upon  the  150,000  Sabbath  School  teachers  devolves 
the  all  important  work  of  reaching'  and  keeping  the  multitude  of 
men  and  women,  who  stand  on  the  dividing  line,  from  going 
down  the  broad  road  to  destruction.

WEDNESDAY  EVENING  SESSION,  7:00. 

Opened  by  song  service  conducted  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Landes, 
including  a  duet  by  Messrs.  Landes  and  VanDyke.  Prayer  by 
Rev.  J.  W.  Owen. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Resolutions. 
The  Committee  on  Resolutons,  Mr.  Charles  Hetrick,  Chair- 
man, reported  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  We  record  with  pleasure  the  increased  interest  and  attend- 
ance which  were  manifested  in  all  the  sessions  of  the  Convention,  and  in 
the  Sabbath  School  work  throughout  the  county. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  State  Workers, 
Miss  Lincoln,  Dr.  Erdman,  Mr.  Landes,  Mr.  VanDyke,  Mr.  Cork  and  Mr. 
Sawle,  who  constitute  the  Touring  Party  of  the  State  Sabbath  School  As- 
sociation, and  were  present  at  the  Convention,  and  who,  by  their  helpful 
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presentation  of  the  gospel  truth  and  their  soul-stirring  singing,  aided  so 
materially  in  making  the  Convention  a  success. 

Resolved,  That  we  record  our  sincere  protest  against  the  unspeakable 
horrors  of  the  liquor  traffic — the  greatest  foe  of  the  fireside,  the  altar  and 
flag,  and  most  respectfully  petition  our  Senators  and  Representatives  to 
support  by  voice  and  vote  the  Local  Option  bill  presented  for  their  con- 
sideration, and  secure  for  the  sovereign  people  the  right  to  say  in  every 
community  as  to  whether  there  shall  be  license  or  no  license. 

Resolved,  That  as  patriotic  and  loyal  citizens  we  deplore  the  demor- 
alizing influence  of  Sabbath  desecration,  and  with  increased  devotion  to 
Him  who  said,  "  Remember  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy,"  we  would, 
by  precept  and  example,  seek  and  urge  the  proper  observance  of  the  Sab- 
bath day,  which  means  so  much  for  the  peace,  happiness  and  prosperity 
©f  society,  and  the  perpetuation  of  the  righteousness  that  exalteth  a 
nation;  and  that  we  most  respectfully  petition  our  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives to  use  their  influence  and  vote  against  tampering  with  or  re- 
pealing the  present  laws. 

Resolved,  That  we  praise  the  good  work  that  is  being  done  by  the 
Home  Departments  of  the  different  Sabbath  Schools  of  the  county,  and 
that  a  still  greater  effort  be  made  in  every  Sabbath  School  to  advance  the 
interest  of  this  work. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  importance  of  House  to  House  Visi- 
tation in  the  interest  of  the  Sabbath  Schools  by  the  superintendents,  offi- 
cers, teachers  and  especially  the  primary  superintendents,  and  recommend 
that  it  be  carried  out  in  every  Sabbath  School  district.  Recognizing  the 
value  of  the  trained  teacher  in  the  Sunday  School,  we  would  urge  the 
adoption  of  the  Normal  Department  work  in  our  schools.  Each  school 
following  a  plan  best  suited  to  its  needs  and  circumstances. 

Resolved,  That  we,  as  delegates,  most  sincerely  thank  the  people  of 
MechanicSburg  for  their  generous  hospitality .  The  pastor  and  officers  of 
the  Church  of  God  for  the  use  of  their  church  building.  The  organist  for 
her  efficient  service  and  the  entertainment  committee  for  their  bountiful 
provision,  for  the  comfort  of  the  delegates,  and  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be 
tendered  the  retiring  officers  for  their  faithful  service.

On  motion,  the  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted. 
The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  reported  as  follows  : 
Total  number  of  delegates  present,  214  ;  representing  eight 
different  denominations,  composed  as  follows  :    1 1  pastors,  1 1 
superintendents,  9  other  officers,  2  teachers  of  beginners,  13. 
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teachers  of  primary  departments,  n  teachers  of  juniors,  20 
teachers  of  intermediate,  56  teachers  of  adults,  and  83  scholars. 

On  motion,  the  report  received,  filed,  and  committee  dis- 
charged. 

An  anthem  was  then  rendered  by  the  combined  church  choir 
in  a  very  acceptable  manner. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Erdman,  D.  D.,  was  introduced  and  spoke  upon 
the  subject,  "  How  and  Why  I  Study  the  Bible."  In  the  first 
place  he  recommended  that  every  one  should  have  the  Authorized 
and  also  the  American  Revised  Version.  Also  a  Bible  dictionary. 
To  our  own  knowledge,  which  should  be  clear,  we  must  have  the 
illumination  of  the  Spirit.  To  receive  the  fullest  measure  of  good 
therefrom  we  must  be  Christian  students.  We  must  read  it 
prayerfully,  and  read  the  whole  of  it.  Every  thought  has  its 
own  setting.  We  should  study  it  for  service,  and  for  growth  as 
well  as  worship. 

Mr.  W.  G.  Landes  then  spoke  upon  "The  Spiritual  Side  of 
the  Sabbath  School  Work."  Emphasizing  the  importance  of 
reading  character  in  the  face,  of  personal  knowledge  of  the 
scholar,  of  getting  into  vital,  loving,  sympathetic  touch  with  him 
or  her,  and  using  these  means  for  furthering  an  early  acceptance 
of  Christ.  That  the  majority  of  those  now  for  Christ  are  reached 
under  the  age  of  twenty  years.  "  He  that  winueth  souls  is  wise, 
and  that  they  be  wise  shall  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the  firma- 
ment." 

After  a  few  remarks  by  the  President,  thanking  all  aiding 
in  the  success  and  helpfulness  of  the  Convention,  followed  by 
closing  hymn,  and  benediction  by  Rev.  E.  E.  Parson,  the  Thirty- 
Second  Convention  of  the  Cumberland  Valley  Sabbath  School 
Association  closed. 


APPENDIX. 


History  of  the  First  Sunday  School 

OP  THE 

CUMBERLAND  VALLEY 

BY  3).  E.  IX»TGSDORF. 

According  to  a  previous  appointment,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  home 
of  Jacob  Slonaker,  on  the  pike,  a  short  distance  east  of  New  Kingston,, 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Sunday  School,  on  a  bright  Sunday  morn- 
ing in  April,  1825.  The  family  occupied  the  first  floor  of  the  house,  but 
the  second  floor  being  vacant,  it  was  secured  for  the  school,  and  consisted 
of  three  rooms.  A  number  of  persons  assembled  in  these  rooms  at  the 
appointed  time,  and  effected  an  organization  of  what  is  supposed  to  be 
the  first  Sunday  School  in  this  valley,  by  electing  Thomas  Carothers 
Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Mary  Louden  and  Miss  Hettie  Criswell  as  Assist- 
ants. The  following  persons  were  secured  as  teachers:  Miss  Elizabeth 
Armstrong,  afterwards  Mrs.  Robert  Heagy,  Miss  Margaret  Armstrong, 
afterwards  Mrs.  Peter  Fought,  Miss  Eliza  Hackett,  afterwards  Mrs.  George 
Longsdorf,  Miss  Mary  Lightcap,  Miss  Beccie  Brown,  Miss  Hettie  Slonaker, 
Miss  Susan  Deardorf,  Miss  Mary  Irvine,  Miss  Mattie  Irvine;  also  Dr. 
Craighead  and  several  others  not  remembered.  Of  this  corps  of  officers 
and  teachers,  who  conducted  this  primative  school,  almost  eighty  years 
ago,  all  have  left  the  shores  of  time,  as  well  as  those  who  attended  as 
pupils,  and  we  trust,  are  gathered  around  the  throne  of  the  King  Eternal. 

In  the  organization  of  this  school  two  teachers  were  assigned  to  each 
class,  by  which  arrangement  the  Sundays  were  few  that  a  class  was  without 
a  regular  teacher. 

Th3  arrangement  of  the  school  was:  One  room  occupied  by  the  male 
scholars,  one  by  the  female  scholars,  and  one  room  by  the  colored  chil- 
dren, of  whom  there  were  six,  and  these  were  taught  by  the  Assistant 
Superintendents.  The  books  used  in  the  school  were  the  spelling  book 
and  New  Testament  There  was  no  library  in  the  school,  nor  had  they 
lesson  helps  we  now  have;*but  as  an  incentive  to  regular  attendance,  the 
scholars  were  rewarded  each  Sunday  with  a  blue  ticket,  and  for  every 
five  blue  tickets  a  red  one  was  giveD,  which  in  turn  were  exchanged  for 
tracts,  which  were  furnished  by  the  Tract  Society. 

Little  did  they  who  organized  this  school  think  they  were  sowing 
seed  that  would  germinate  and  produce  a  tree,  whose  branches  would 
spread  far  and  wide  throughout  the  State. 
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At  the  close  of  the  Summer  term  (for  this  school  was  not  continued 
in  the  Winter),  each  teacher  was  requested  to  sign  a  written  agreement 
obliging  them  to  take  charge  of  their  classes  the  next  Summer;  but  from 
the  fact  that  the  house  where  held  was  occupied  by  the  family  and  some 
of  the  teachers  were  married  during  the  Winter  the  school  had  no  place 
to  meet  the  next  Spring  (as  churches  were  not  then  opened  for  Sunday 
Schools  at  this  early  date)  the  school  was  not  opened  during  the  Summer 
of  1826.  In  the  Spring  of  1827,  permission  having  been  obtained  of  the 
church  officers,  the  school  was  again  reopened  at  Longsdorf's  church, 
which  stood  where  the  cemetery  is  still  located.  At  this  time  the  school 
elected  for  their  Superintendent  Daniel  Miller,  and  among  the  most  active 
workers  were  George  Frankenberger,  George  Bobb,  Mary  Louden,  Mrs. 
George  Longsdorf,  Mr.  Jacob  Duey  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jacob  Kast.  Here 
the  school  was  kept  open  every  Summer  for  about  twelve  years.  In  the 
year  1839,  from  some  cause,  part  of  the  school  withdrew  and  organized  a 
Sunday  School  in  a  school  house  on  the  ridge  north  of  New  Kingston,  and 
elected  John  Herman,  Superintendent. 

During  the  next  four  years  the  school  continued  each  Summer  at 
Longsdorf's  church. 

In  the  year  1843  the  first  Lutheran  church  was  built  in  New  Kings- 
ton, and  in  the  Spring  of  1844  the  Sunday  School  was  opened  in  the  new 
church  at  New  Kingston.  This  caused  another  division  of  the  school,  part 
going  to  Trindle  Spring  and  connected  with  the  school  there. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  the  Sunday  School  work  in  this  section. 

This  historical  sketch  is  from  one  of  those  who  took  part  in  the  organ- 
ization of  the  first  school  in  1825,  and  as  related  to  the  writer  about  thirty 
years  ago. 

From  1844  the  Sunday  School  work  became  part  of  the  church  work 
generally  throughout  the  country.
